An Argunient for Silver. 


In the United States Senate yes- 
terday Mitchell addressed the Sen- 
ate on the bill for free coinagé ot 
silver.

It wasa 
bill, however, to provide for a suf- 
ficient amount of circulating me- 
dium with which to meet the 
largely increased and largely in- 
creasing business of the country, | @ 
and which would tend to check the 
alarming decline in the value of 
farms, farm products and other 
commodities. The question was 
whether the double standard of 
money should be re-established or 
whether gold aloneshould continue 
to be the monetary standard. Was 
the financial ship 6f America to 
sail only in the wake of the golden 
tramps of Great Britain? Mitchell 
went on to argue that the only way 
to restore and secure national pros- 
perity was to provide by law for 
the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver bullion into standard silver 
dollars of the present weight and 
fineness, avd to give to that coin- 
age the debt paying functions of 
legal tender, of course with proper 
restrictions to protect it from im- 
position, and also to provide for 
the issue of legal tender certificates 
based on the silver coinage. He 
regarded the Windom bill as fa- 
tally defective, as it now stood, but 
with slight amendments it stood 
third in his estimation as a meas- 
ure in the right direction. Free 
and unlimited coinage of silver 
stood first. 


THE Chicago Daily News makes 
a very sensible suggestion regard- 
ing the placing of the national flag 
oun public school buildings. It 
holds that patri tism would be 
more effectively inoculated in the 
children, if, instead of keeping the 
flage continually afloat, they were 
ouly displayed on national anni- 
versaries. It they were then un- 
furled only on days commemorat- 
ing great events, the children 
would naturally inquire the cause 
for the celebration, and would ac- 
quire a knowledge -of American 
history —or at least of the proud- 
est evenis of that history.

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STARS AND STRIPES. 
Changes That Have Been Made ' in 
%, Flag of Our Nation. 

The addition of new stars does not 
interfere with the symmetry of the flag, 


the 


Had the.origina! intention of Congress 
(of adding a star and a stripe for every 
new State) been carried out, our flag 
would now be a curious combination. 

When the colonists first came to 
America they brought the flag of Great 
Britain. This was formed of a union 
of three crosses of St. George, St. An- 
drew and St. Patrick, and marked the 
union of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land. : 

“When the colonies began to rebel 
against the pressure of British laws 
they rw gate wt a plain flag without 
the bars or crosses and placed uponita 
rattlesnake cut into thirteen pieces, 
representing the thirteen colonies, with 
the motto in large capitals: ‘‘Unite or 
Die.” But after the thirteen colonies 
became more united and determined to 
resist British tyranny, they placed a 
well-formed rattlesnake on the flag, 
with the new motto: ‘Don’t tread on 
me.” (Benjamin Franklin, on being 
asked the meaning of that emblem, 
wrote as follows: “On inquiry and 
from study I learned that the ancients 
considered the serpent an emblem of 
wisdom, and, in some attitudes, of end- 
less duration. Also that countries are 
often represented by animals peculiar 
to that country. The rattlesnake is 
found nowhére but in America. Her 
eye is exceedingly bright and without 
eyelids —emblem of vigilance. She 
never begins an attack, and she 
never surrenders—emblem of mag- 
nanimity and courage. She never 
wounds even her enemies till she gen- 
erously gives them warning not to tread 
on her—which is emblematical of the 
spirit of the people who inhabit her 
country. She appears apparently weak 
and defenseless, but her weapons are 
nevertheless formidable. Her poison is 
the necessary means for the digestion 
of her food, but certain destruction to 
her enemies—showing the power of 
American resources. er thirteen 
rattles, the only part which increases in 
number, are distinct from each other, 
and yetijso united that they can not be 
disconnected without breaking them to 
pieces, showing the impossibiii 
American republic without a unidn of 
States. A single rattle will giv 
sound alone, but the ringing of the thi 
teen together is sufficient to startle the 
boldest man alive. Sheis beautiful in 
youth, which ‘ncreaseth with her age. 
Her tongue ‘., forked as the lightning. 
and her abode is among the impenetrable 
rocks,” 

The next form of the United States 
flag was the starsand stripes. The pro- 
portions are perfect when properly 
made, the first and last stripe being red 
with alternate stripes of white. The 
blue field for the stars is the square of 
the width of seven stripes. On June 14, 
1777, the Continental Congress resolved 
‘that the flag of the United States be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and white, 
and that the union be thirteen white 
stars on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation.” ‘Ihe stars of the flag 
represent the idea taken from the con- 
stellation Lyra, which signifies har- 
mony. The blue of the field was taken 
from the banner of the Covenanters of 
Scotlahd, likewise significant of the 
league and. covenant of the united 
colonies against oppression and inci- 
dentally involving vigilance, persever- 
ance and justice. The stars were dis- 
posed in acircle, symbolizing the per- 
petuity of the Union, the circle being 
the sign of eternity. Both the thirteen 
stripes and the stars showed the number 
of the united colonies, and denoted the 
subordination of the States to, and their 
dependence upon, the Union as well as 
equally among themselves. The whole 
was a blending of the previous banners, 
namely, the red color, which in the days 
of Roman glory was the signal of defi- 
ance, denoting daring, and the white, 
purity. 

On the 13th of January, 1794, by an 
act of Congress, the flag was altered to 
fifteen red and white stripes and fifteen 
stars, there having been two new States 
added to the Union, and the flag thus 
altered and enlargéa was the one which 
was borne through all the contests of 
the war of 1812. On the 4th of April, 
1818, Congress again changed the flag by 
returning to the original thirteen stripes 
and fifteen stars, as the adding of a new 
stripe foreach additional State would 
soon make the flag too unwieldy. 

Now a new star is added to the flag on 
the Fourth of July following the admis- 
sion of a new State into the Union The 
perfect flag, with its ‘thirteen stripes of 
white and red, and its blue field, with 
its fifteen white stars, was unfurled for 
the first time at the battle of Saratoga, 
October 7, 1777, by Benedict Arnold, who 
, bore the flag during that important en- 
gagement. After his desertion of the 
American army he carried his uniform 
and the same flag to England, where he 
died in poverty and distress in the year 
1801. 

WHY LEAVES FALL. 
Curious Facts Relating to the Habits o 
_ Piant Life in Various Climes. 

It would, perhaps, seem to go almost 
without saying that the reason why an- 
imalsand plants retire into snug quar- 
ters and sleep through the winter, and 
why the trees and shrubs cast off their 
tender leaves in autumn, is because in. 
this way they avoid the serious injury 
which would come from exposure to the 
extreme cold. Moreover, it is well 
known that as we approach the tropics 
the plants are found to remain in leaf 
later and later, and some of the very 
kinds that with us are leafless for manyz 
months are, in those regions of uniform 
warmth, fully provided with foliage the 
year round.. Thus peach trees in the 
northern part of Africa are reported to 
retain their leaves through the winter, 
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familiar in the iand of snow and ice. 
Surely when increase of heat is accom- 
panied by the same sort of changes as 
increase of cold something besides mere 
temperature must be concerned. 

As to what this something may be we 
have a hint from the fact just mentioned 
that the hotter season in the tropics is 
at the same time much drier, and thére 
ig no reason to believe that the plants 
would suffer from the increase of heat 
ifthey had all the moisturé they needed. 
Hence it is clear that the leaves are 
shed, not so much toescape heat as to 
avoid draining the plant of necessary 
moisture that could not be replaced. 

Still itis not 86 obvious how lack of 
moisture can account for the shedding 
of leaves in oti colder climate, for our 
rainfall, at least in the form of snow, is 
about as muchin winter as in summer. 
We have only to remember, however, 
that moisture in this form can no more 
be absorbed by the.roots of plants than 
can the dry sands of the desert, as it is 
plain to be seen that just as absence of 
moisture is the chief thing to be feared 
in a tropical summer, so in our winter it 
is the impossibility of using the moist- 
ure at hand. In short, we see from this 
that irreparable loss of moisture is the 
real danger against which plants are 
protected alike by their summer sleep 
in the tropics, and their winter sleep in 
colder regions. ae: iP | 

Not that other important ends are not 
accomplished at the same time. Every 
one can see that a tree bearing broad 
leaves would suffer greatly from such a 
burden of snow as would be heaped upon 
itin a severe storm, while the amount 
that could lodge upon its naked branches 
would be comparatively insignificant. 
Then there is another advantage which 
comes from the fact that at the end of a 
season’s activity every leaf is found to 
be more or less encumbered with the 
waste products of plant work. These 
would decidedly interfere with the fut- 
ure work of the organ could it be re- 
tained; so it is a good thing for the plant 
to be freed from these harmful sub- 
stances; even though the leaf be sacri- | 
ficed at the same time. As it is, how- 
ever, there is very little of value cast 
away—scarcely more-than an old frame- 

work filled with the substance above re- 
ferred to—for, as shown by careful ex- 
periments, the precious living matter of 
the leaf, and. the sugar, oil and other 
food stuffs it has made, retire into the 


|_ stem, whence they issue in the spring 


as formers of the expanding buds. Even 
the parts which fall are not wholly lost 


| to the plant, but help to nourish it by 


their decay and mingling with the earth. 

The sacrifice, if sacrifice it be, is made 
deliberately, for not only is the loss re- 
duced as much as possible by the with- 
drawal of ‘all that is most valuable in 
the leaf, but special provision is made 
to have aclean, well-protected wound. 
This is accomplished by the formation 
of a layer of cork directly across the 
base of the leaf, and what could be bet- 
ter than cork where the need is for a 
material which shall break apart easily 
and leave a smooth, water-proof surface? 
It has been well said that here is a case 
of*®self-amputation, where the wound is 
made anf healed before the limb falls 
off. Several weeks may be oceupied in 
the making of the layer, so that indica- 
tions of its appearance are often to be 
found early in the autumn, and we must 


- therefore consider it as formed in an- 


ticipation of the frosts rather than in 
response to them. 

Although it may be admitted that cold 
has not the importance commonly as- 
signed to it as the cause of leaf-fall, 
those who have noticed how rapidly the 
leaves drop just after a still, cold night 
might well point out that at least the 
frost was effective in giving the final 
push. Perhaps this may be true, for it 
can not be denied that sudden freezing 
would tend to make the cork-plane brit- 
tle; but, on the other hand, so would the 
sudden drying which comes with a sharp 
frost, and the sudden warming by the 
morning sun may help to rend the deli- 
cate tissues by producing irregular ex- 
pansion: At any rate, in view of these 
other possible causes, and as leaves fall 
as well in warm weather as incold, frost 
can hardly be considered as a very im- 
portant factor, even ih the final rupture. 


AN OLD DOCUMENT. 


A Report to the Dutch Government on the 
Condition of Manhaitan Island. 

Samuel H. Thayer, of Minnesota, 
United States Minister at the Hague, 
has written Rev. Dr. E. D. Neil, dean ot 
McAllister College, St. Paul, Minn., in- 
closing him aquaintandancient docu- 
ment for the Minnesota Historical So- 
ciety. The letter is as follows: 

“My DEAR DocTroR—I take the liberty of in- 
closing herewith copies in Dutch and English 
text of the only document in the archives ot 
The Hague relating to the transfer of Manhat- 
tan Island from the Indians to the Dutch in 
1626. I also send you a photograph of the orig- 


inal. 
(Signed) “SAMUEL H, THAYER.” 
Following is a-translation of the orig- 
inal document in all its.quaintness: : 
“To the High and Mizhty Lords of the States 
General at The Hague: My Lorps—There ar 
rived here yesterday the ship called The Arms, 
af Amsterdam, which sailed from the River 
Mauritius (now the Hudson), in New Neéther- 
land, on the 23d of September. Report. is 
brought that our people there are diligent and 
live peaceably. Their wives have also borne 
them children. They had purchased the Island 
of Manhattan from the Indians for the sum of 
60 guilders, It contains 11,000 margins of land. 
They have sown all kinds of grain in the mid 
dle of May and reaped it in the middle of Au- 
gust. Isend you small sampies of the summer 
grains, as wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, 
canary seed, beans and flax. The cargo of the 
ship consists of 7,246 beaver skins, 17,812 otter 
skins, 43 mink, 36 cat lynx, 33 mink, 3% small 
rat, togéther with a considerable quantity of 
oak timber and nut wood. Commending your 
and mighty Lordships to the favor of the 
Almighty, I am your high Mightiness’ humble 
servant, . FP. SCHAGEN, 
“At Amsterdam, November 5, 1626."

FEASTING IN SARDINIA. 


Some Curious Features of Life in an Ital- 
ian Province, 

F If religious festivals make a people re- 
ligious, the Sardes are among the most 
religious of nations. Seldom did we en- 
tera town or village without finding 
the place either in the midat of a festa, 
anticipating a coming festa or discussizs 
the festa just ended. 

Scattered over the island are a multi- 
tude of small chapels, dedicated to ob- 
scure saints, and to which the villagers 
for miles round flock with provisions 
and bedding once or twice a year. They 
camp outin the open or sleep in adja- 
cent cayes; a priest says mass in their 
midst, and they all eat and drink as if 
they had never before had a good meal, 
or as if the rest of their lives was to be 
one of long fast. : 

A disagreeable litter of ox bones, ribs 
of sheep, orange-peel, bean skins and 
stones of olives; strewn amid’ the grass 
near the hermitage, or on the level earth 
at the very churc. door, bears constant 
witness to the traveler of this sort of re- 
ligious junketing up and down the land. 
The following statistics of food con- 
sumed ata traditional gathering, mere- 
ly to celebrate the ordination of a priest 
in the district of Mamojada, shadows 
forth the magnitude of the Sarde festas 
in general. | 

Two thousand five hundred people 
were present, and between them they 
ate 22 cows, 26 calves, 28 deer and wild 
boars, 740 sheep, 300 lambs, kidlings and
